About The Registration Fees 
For The Imported Cattle 


Most breeders are aware that the American Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association has importation fees on cattle brought in from outside the 
United States. 


There were 42 cattle in this sale subject to these fees ... some just the 
$10 fee required for Canadian cattle ... many the higher fees required 
on cattle imported from Scotland. 


Of these 42 animals we have either paid the fees, or they were paid 
previously, on 36 of them. We did this because on these, payment of the 
fee on one animal cleared up several others. It would have been too 
complicated to requuire purchasers to divide payment of these fees 


among several people buying animals all related to the same fee. 


However, there are six animals in this sale on which the fees have 
not been paid . . . animals where the fee relates only to themselves. 
Four of them take the $100 fee required of cattle imported prior to 1954. 
Two of them require the $200 fee. 


In the case of all of these cattle it will be clearly stated in the footnote 
in bold face type whether the fee has been paid by us or whether it will 
have to be paid by the buyer. 


In view of the large check we wrote to the American Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association to clear up 36 of these, we do not feel it is unfair to 
require the buyer... who will be the ultimate user of the animal... to 
pay on the remaining six. This is the procedure followed in Canadian 
auctions. We have paid this fee many times on cattle in our own herd. 
We do not offer here our opinion as to the policy of the Association in 
requiring these fees. It is like a lot of other products that are imported. 
You pay for the privilege of buying on a foreign market. Since this 
operates as a tariff, in principle, we believe the person using the product 
should pay the duty. It is a fortunate situation for buyers that the fees 
have already been paid on over three-fourths of the cattle involved.
